A  Report  on  Sale  and  Rental  of  County  Property  was  read  by  the 
Clerk,  and  upon  motion  by  Fred  Smoody,  was  accepted. 

Report  on  Sale  and  Rental  of  County  Property  by  Clerk 

To  the  Waushara  County  Board: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  year  of  1941,  about  2,500  statements  of 
taxes  were  mailed  from  m.y  office  in  connection  with  the  audit  of  the 
County  Treasurer  Delinquent  Tax  Record.  This  resulted  in  a  large 
increase  in  Tax  Collections  and  an  enormous  amount  of  work  beyond 
the  regular  duties  of  my  office. 

Reaiizing  that  an  audit  of  the  delinquent  tax  record  for  six  years 
as  authorized  by  the  County  Board,  would  not  give  us  a  true  am.ount 
of  tax  deed  property  owned  by  the  county,  I  personally  checked  out 
every  tax  deed  taken  by  the  county  and  together  with  this  informa- 
tion and  that  resulting  from  our  tax  deed  work  in  1941,  compiled  a 
complete  cost  record  of  ail  tax  deed  property  owned  by  the  county. 
This  work  added  about  twelve  thousand  dollars  to  the  value  of  coca- 
ty  owned  property,  based  on  tax  certificates,  to  the  amount  shown  af- 
ter a  six  year  audit.  This  record  has  been  approved  by  the  county 
auditors,  and  will  be  a  basis  for  all  future  tax  deed  work  in  my  o+ 
fice. 

Since  January  1,  1941,  my  office  has  investigated  about  four 
hundred  and  fifty  descriptions  in  the  taking  of  tax  deeds.  This  has 
resulted  in  the  execution  of  eighty-four  tax  deeds  to  date,  as  deeds 
were  taken  only  when  we  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  a  tax  settle- 
ment. Both  the  amount  of  tax  collections  and  the  number  of  deeds 
taken  were  twice  what  had  been  done  by  the  county  from  1938  to 
1940,  at  an  expense  of  less  than  one-half  to  the  county. 

From  January  1,  1941  to  May  1,  1944,  working  with  tne  various 
Supervisors,  we  have  made  one  hundred  thirty-three  sales  of  tax  deed 
property,  in  the  amount  of  $12,606.46.  Following  is  listed  tne  proper- 
ty sold  to  date: 

1,918  acres  of  land,  with  five  sets  of  farm  buildings ; 

261  village  and  city  lots,  on  which  were  twelve  homes  and  busi- 
ness buildings; 

121/2  out-lots; 

2  village  blocks;  and  thirty-seven  buildings. 

Beginning  in  1941,  several  business  buildings,  homies,  and  tracts 
of  land  were  leased  to  tenants.  Rent  collected  from  tax  deed  proper- 
ty from  January  1,  1941  to  December  31,  1943,  amounts  to  §1,152.63. 
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All  buildings  acquired  by  tax  deed  have  been  insured  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  taking  of  the  deed,  with  the  State  Insurance  Fund, 
and  the  insurance  was  cancelled  when  soilfl. 

On  March  23,  1942,  I  took  tax  deed  on  the  Wisconsin  Granite 
Company  quarry  at  Redgranite.  Receiving  offers  of  less  than 
$2,0u0.00  for  the  machinery  and  equipment  located  there,  we  decided 
to  ask  for  bids.  The  high  bid  of  ^6,550.00  from  the  Wisconsin  Granite 
Company  was  accepted. 

Previous  figures  of  sales  include  sales  of  buildings  from  the  quar- 
ry property  but  do  not  include  the  $6,550.00  received  for  the  equip- 
ment and  machinery.  A  check  for  this  amount  is  in  custody  of  the 
Clerk  of  Circuit  Court  pending  a  Supreme  Court  decision  since  oui 
Circuit  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  Waushara  County.  The  question  in- 
volved was  whether  or  not  the  equipment  and  machinery  should  nave 
been  taxed  as  real-estate  or  personal  property. 

This  work  has  been  difficult,  owing  to  the  length  of  time  it  cov- 
ered and  also  to  incomplete  record,  and  accumulation  of  errors  in  the 
assessment  of  taxes,  throughout  the  county.  However,  it  has  helped 
materially  to  improve  the  cash  position  of  the  county,  liquidating  as- 
sets of  about  $70,000.00.  I  am  sure  this  work  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant parts  of  county  government  and  deserves  more  attention  than 
it  has  had  in  the  past.  I  extend  my  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  help- 
ed to  make  it  possible.

The  Committee  was  organized  on  January  5th,  1944,  Avith  Mr.  E.  S.

To  the  Waushara  County  Highway  Committee: 

Gentlemen:  I  submnt  here  with  a  report  of  my  activities  as  County 
Traffic  Officer  for  the  period  of  November  1,  1943  to  November  1, 
1944. 

There  have  been  arrested  and  convicted  in  Justice  Court  a  total  of 
Ninety-one  (91)  persons  as  violators  of  the  Waushara  County  Traffic 
Ordinance. 
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Classifications  of  violations  were :  Reckless  Driving,  19  ;  Illegal 
Park.ng,  1 ;  Illegal  Lights,  2 ;  Improper  Brakes,  1 ;,  Hit  and  Run, 
1  Illegal  Passing  4;  Load  Violations,  1;  Drunken  Driving,  12;  Exces- 
sive Speed,  22;  Driver's  License,  9;  Stop  Sign  Violation,  13;  Improper 
Registration,  4;  and  Illegal  Operation,  2. 

The  total  of  the  fines  assessed  for  the  above  violations  was 
$1,187.00. 

In  addition  to  the  arrests  warning  tickets  were  issued  to  88  oper- 
ators. 

Driver's  tests  were  given  to  321  applicants.  Twenty-six  inspections 
were  made  of  vehicles  of  foreign  registration  and  farm  truck  license 
applications.

REPORT  OF   WAUSHARA  COUNTY  HIGHWAY  COMMISIONER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Waushara  County,  Wis- 
consin : 

I  present  here  with  the  report  of  the  Waushara  County  Highway 
Commissioner  for  the  period  of  November  1,  1943  to  November  1, 
1944. 

State  and  Federal  Highway  Systems 

While  we  have  had  no  construction  due  to  the  restrictions  on  ma- 
terial's and  equipm.ent,  the  State  has  placed  an  increasing  emphasis 
on  proper  maintenance  of  the  State  and  Federal  systems.  We. have 
maintained  these  roads  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  State 
Highway  Division  Office  and  have  been  reimbursed  by  the  State  as 
follows : 

Supervision   $1,T75.00 

General  Maintenance    17,666.11 

Snow  Removal,  Drifts  &  Ice  Prevention  10,031.84 
Advance  for  Construction 

(Purchase  of  Right-of-Way)    3,216.25 

The  State  is  making  plans  for  post-war  construction  and  has  pur- 
chased some  right-of-way  in  our  County.  Until  that  time  comes,  how- 
ever, they  are  increasing  the  maintenance  to  protect  the  roads  which 
we  already  have. 

County  Trunk  Highway  Systems : 

Genera}  maintenance  has  consisted  of  patrol  maintenance,  patching, 
drainage  and  the  cutting  of  brush  and  weeds.  This  work  has  been 
carried  on  as  in  past  years  except  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
more  of  the  patching  of  bituminous  surfaces.  The  past  two  years  hact 
seen  the  re-oiling  of  our  black  top  cut  to  a  minimum  and  this  brought 
on  a  condition  which    called  for  a    considerable  amount  of  patching. 
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The  general  maintenance  of  County  Trunks  has  been  carried  on  at  an 
expenditure  of  ^13,060.39. 

Reconstruction  of  County  Trunks  has  heen  curtailed  but  some  woric 
was  done.  County  Trunk  "V"  was  regraded  for  about  8  mixes  and. 
gravelled  -over  for  approximately  two  miles.  In  addition,  certain 
stretches  of  other  County  Trunks  were  re-shaped  by  motor  graders 
and  gravel  put  on  the  weak  portions.  5,627  cubic  yards  of  grave'  was 
used  in  this  work.  The  total  cost  of  this  type  of  work  on  the  County 
System  was  $8,568.19. 

Oiling 

The  oiling,  which  was  done  on  County  Trunk  Highways  this  seaso.u, 
has  consisted  of  the  re-oiling  of  portions  of  practically  all  of  o\ir 
County  Trunk  bituminous  roads.  Whiife  oil  was  available,  we  v/ere 
hampered  by  the  uncetrain  freight  delivery. 

A  total  of  200,000  gallons  of  oil  was  used  for  this  w^ork  and  it  was 
carried  on  at  a  cost  of  $18,726.50.  There  are  still  about  sixty  miles  of 
County  Trunk  Highways  with  gravel  surfacing,  which  should  be  oiled 
to  preserve  the  gravel,  which  has  been  placed  upon  them. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  Board  raise  $20,000.00,  which 
could  be  used  in  the  oiling  of  County  Trunk  roads,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  received  from  gas  tax  allotment. 

Snow  Removal,  Drift  and  Ice  Prevention  was  cSi  ried  on  as  in  pre- 
vious years  and  its  total  cost  on  County  Trunk  Highways  was 
$3,416.32. 

A  great  deal  of  work  was  done  for  the  various  Township^  and  indi- 
viduals. Grading  was  done  as  follows:

In  addition  a  very  large  amount  of  crushing  was  done  for  indivi- 
duals, who,  due  to  the  shortage  of  help  and  transportation,  could  not 
otherwise  have  received  the  material. 

Patrol  maintenance  was  done  for  all  towns  who  asked  for  it  and 
when  we  had  the  men  and  equipment  available. 

The  four  shops  have  been  maintained  as  in  past  years.  Our  equip- 
ment is  rapidly  getting  t  o  a  point  where  it  will  be  cheaper  to  replace 
it  than  to  repair  it.  As  soon  as  equipment  is  again  available  it  wiil  be 
necessary  for  us  to  make  a  considerable  outlay  for  machinery. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  erected  about  12  miles  of  narrow  fence 
on  our  State  and  County  Trunks.  We  are  also  getting  our  equipment  iii 
shape  for  snow  removal. 

I  am  attaching  to  this  report  a  Financial  Statement  of  funds  avail- 
able and  a  Highway  Fund  Statement,  by  Appropriations  as  of  Octo- 
ber 31,  1944,  which  were  prepared  by  the  x\ccounting  Department  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission. 

I  want  to  thank  you  all  for  the  fine  co-operation  you  have  always 
given  me.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  SUPT.  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  County  Board  of  Waushara  County: 

In  conformity  with  statuatory  requirements  of  Section  39.03  of  Sub- 
section 4,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report. 

Teacher  Supply 

The  nation-wide  acute  shortage  of  labor  on  the  farms,  the  shops, 
and  in  the  large  as  well  as  the  small  industrial  centers  of  our  popula- 
tion has  also  had  its  repercussions  in  the  teaching  profession. 

Because  of  the  scarcity  of  teachers  during  the  preceding  school 
year  I  reported  that  twelve  teachers  were  granted  special  permits  to 
teach  because  of  the  evident  lack  of  regularly  licensed  teachers.  Be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  current  school  year  it  became  evident  that 
many  more  teachers  were  in  demand  than  ever  before  and  hence  fif- 
teen more  permit  teachers  were  added  making  a  total  of  twenty-seven 
so  far  for  the  school  year  1944-'45. 

This  is  more  than  double  the  number  of  permits  issued  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  Of  these  there  are  twenty-two  in  the  rural  schools,  two  in 
state  graded,  two  in  the  elementary  grades,  and  one  in  a  high  school. 
Quite  obviously  teachers  had  to  be  recruited  from  the  ranks  of  tormer 
members,  some  of  whom  were  out  of  the  profession  for  over  twenty- 
five  years.  Since  the  primary  consideration  that  takes  precedence  ovei 
everything  else  is  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war  by  our  armed 
forces  there  was  relatively  no  great  difficulty  for  teachers  who 
taught  years  ago  to  become  eligible  again  in  the  present  emergency. 

Practically  the  only  stipulation  by  the  State  Superintendent  for 
teachers  whose  licenses  had  lapsed  was  preferably  a  six  weeks'  at- 
tendance at  a  summer  session  at  some  Teachers  College  or  in  the  ev- 
ent that  that  wasn't  feasible,  a  minimum  of  one  week  of  schooling  was 
required  at  a  County  Institute  by  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools.

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State  Teachers'  Colleges  and  Universities  have  manifested  a  marked 
decrease  in  enrollments.  Our  County  Normal  has  fared  much  better 
than  many  others  in  that  we  maintained  a  registration  of  sufficient 
proportions  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction. 

Because  enrollments  in  some  schools  dropped  below  ten  during  the 
past  year  County  Normals  must  now  have  twelve  first  year  students 
as  a  minimum. 

There  are  county  training  schools  which  at  present  are  below  xhe 
requisite  enrollments.  It  is  therefore  a  source  of  some  satisfaction 
that  our  school  not  only  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  prescribed  number 
of  Junior  or  first  year  students  but  in  addition  several  more  pros- 
pects to  start  the  second  quarter  of  the  current  school  year. 

In  many  respects  this  is  a  crucial  year  from  the  standpoint  of  en- 
rollments in  all  too  many  of  our  higher  institutions  of  learning.  High 
School  graduates  that  ordinarily  would  enter  our  colleges  to  prepara 
for  a  professional  or  business  career  are  attracted  by  the  iure  of  im- 
mediate employment  with  high  wages  wherever  industry  flourishes  to 
a  greater  extent  than  ever  before.  When  the  war  is  over  many  will  be 
without  any  well  defined  trade  or  professional  calimg  in  life.  JNot  so 
many  years  ago  County  Normals  had  such  a  large  number  of  student 
bodies  that  rigid  tests  were  given  to  admit  only  those  that  gave  evi- 
dence of  standardized  scholastic  attainments.  Such  a  situation  will 
unidoubtely  again  prevail  when  a  state  of  normalcy  will  be  re-estab- 
lished in  a  peace  time  world. 

Report  in  part  from  the  State  Superintendent

"An  excellent  report  on  the  Waushara  County  Normal  has  been  fil- 
ed here  by  Mr.  Bishop  (Assistant  State  Supt.  of  Schools  and  Mrs.

REPORT  OF  THE  OO.  AGRICULTURAL  AGENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Waushara  County,  Wis- 
consin : 

(Gentlemen:  You  will  find  attached  hereto  the  annual  report  of 
your  County  Agricultural  Agent  for  1944. 

This  agricultural  extension  program  for  the  year  was  planned  and 
directed  by  your  County  Agricultural  Committee  cooperating  with 
the  Wisconsin  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

The  members  of  the  Waushara  County  Agricultural  Committee 
were  as  follows:    L,  L.  Johnson,  Chairman,  Arthur  Dietz,  Secretary, 
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A.  R.  AiDert,  Advisor,  George  Engle,  ^lohn  Brooks,  John  Swendrzynski. 
Txie  success  of  the  work  as  outlined  in  the  attached  report  is  due, 
not  to  any  individual  effort,  but  through  the  cooperation  and  helpful 
assistance  of  many  individuals,  groups  and  agencies.

During  the  year,  668  farm  and  home  visits  were  made,  8  method 
demonstrations  were  held  in  worming  of  hogs,  4  leader  training 
meetings  for  homemaker  leaders  were  held,  60  4-H  meetings  were 
conducted,  58  other  farmer  meetings  were  held. 

L'AIRY:  A  meeting  was  held  with  the  milk  plant  operators,  feed 
dealers  and  others,  on  furthering  the  building  of  milk  houses  in  the 
county.  An  organization  was  set  up  to  promota  this  work.  Assist- 
ance given  Coop.  Bull  Association. 

Hogs:  Over  350  hogs  were  drenched  at  the  8  demonstrations 
held  throughout  the  county,  using  the  common  remedies  found  on  the 
market.  Mimeographed  copies  for  making  self-feeders  were  avail- 
able to  farmers. 

Sheep:    825  sheep  and  lambs  were  drenched  at  2  demonstrations. 

Poultry:  59  poultry  flocks  were  culled  during  the  winter  with 
the  removal  of  1823  culled  hens.  -Three  poultry  houses  w^ere  re- 
modeled with  suggestions  given  by  the  County  Agent  to  provide 
wartime  quarters  for  the  poultry  flocks. 

Beans:  At  the  winter  meetings  the  new  varieties  of  navy  beans 
and  soybeans  were  discussed  and  shown.  Farmers  were  encouraged 
to  try  the  Manchu  606  soybean,  which  was  ten  days  earlier  than  the 
Manchu  No.  3. 

Corn:  Hybrid  corn  varieties  were  also  shown  to  farmers  at  winter 
meetings,  as  there  is  a  difference  within  each  hybrid  strain.  In  the 
ninety  days  strain  there  are  three  different  varieties  and  in  the 
ninety-five  day  strain  there  are  six  different  varieties. 

Pastures:  Good  pastures  were  discussed  at  winter  meetings. 
The  plan  used  at  the  Hancock  Experiment  Farm  was  suggested  to 
the  dairy  farm.ers.  It  consisted  of  rye  and  vetch,  brome  grass  and 
alfalfa,  corn  sown  with  grain  drill,  and  Sudan  grass  and  soybeans. 
These  various  crops  are  grown  in  separate  fields  and  rotated  through 
the  summer.  This  will  give  the  dairy  herd  a.  pasturing  season  from 
May  till  October. 

Eeef  86  beef  calves  were  purchased  for  farmers  in  the  county. 
Some  of  these  were  shipped  from  South  Dakota  and  the  balance  from 
a  local  sales  company  in  Wisconsin. 

SOIL  CONSERVATION:  Farmers  brought  in  348  soil  samples  for 
testing.  82  per  cent  of  the  samples  tested  showed  a  need  for  lime. 
'1  per  cent  showed  a  need  for  phosphate,  while  94  per  cent 
reeded  potash.  Local  dealers  were  assisted  in  getting  87  tons  of 
additional  potash.  Ammonium  nitrate  for  fertilizing  rye  and  hhie 
grass  pastures  were  discussed  at  winter  meetings.    As  a  result  75 
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tons  were  used  by  the  farmers  in  the  county.  From  100  to  125 
pounds  of  321/2  per  cent  of  ammonium  nitrate  will  give  an  increase 
from  10  to  15  bushels  per  acre  of  rye. 

Erosion  Centre*!:  Farmers  in  the  county  ordered  942,787  pine 
trees.  The  County  Agricultural  Committee  purchased  two  pine  tree 
transplanters  that  were  used  by  farmers  to  plant  200,000  trees.  Thes6 
transplanters  are  available  through  the  County  Agent's  office. 

Corn  Borer:  Two  meetings  on  corn  borer  control  were  conducted, 
showing  the  proper  method  of  plowing  fields  planted  to  corn  in  or- 
der to  thoroughly  cover  the  stalks  and  stuble  left  on  the  field  after 
harvest.  A  sixteen-inch  two  bottom  plow  was  used,  with  a  nine 
guage  wire  attached  to  a  rolling  coulter.  This  aided  in  the  coverage 
of  the  stalks  and  stubbles. 

4-H  Cluba  There  were  15  4-H  Clubs  organized  in  the  county 
during  the  year  with  a  membership  of  168.  Club  members  won  ^1105 
in  premiums  money  at  the  county  fair.  Their  program  during  vh? 
year  consisted  of  judging  contests  for  the  girls,  a  one-day  camp  "^or 
all  of  the  club  members,  which  was  held  at  Wild  Rose.  Geraldine 
Krenke  of  the  West  Bloomfield  club  represented  the  county  in  the 
4-H  Style  Revue  at  the  State  Fair. 

Homemakers:  There  were  12  organized  homemakers  clubs  in  the 
county  for  1944.  Their  projects  were  'The  Care  and  Repair  of 
Clothing"  and  'The  Making  Over  of  Old  Garments.* 

Farm  Labor:  A  full-time  assistant  was  available  to  the  office  for 
help  in  securing  farm  labor  and  assisting  the  draft  board. 

Machinery:  The  combination  grain  and  fertilizer  drills  operated 
by  the  county  was  used  by  49  farmers  on  664  acres  of  land. 

Hopper  Bait:  The  year  1944  was  a  good  one  for  grasshopper  fes- 
tation.  A  feed  mixer  was  bought  by  the  Agricultural  Committee  to 
mix  grasshopper  bait.  280  farmers  were  given  bait  and  a  total  of 
210  tons  were  mixed. 

Milkweed  Pods:  The  collection  of  milkweed  pods  was  another 
program  which  operated  through  the  County  Agent's  office.  4300 
sacks  were  gathered  by  boys  and  girls  and  others  throughout  the 
county. 

Frmers'  Institute:  Three  farm  institutes  were  held  during  Feb- 
ruary and  March.
